PRESENT OPERATIONS AND EFFECTS 


of the 


ANTI-JEWISH MOVEMENT IN CENTRAL GERMANY. 


Central Germany is a large area considered as 
comprehending the Free States of Saxony, Thuringia, and 
Anhalt, and the Prussian Province of Saxony. In this 
extensive region, where the Jews play an influential role 
in business, end in the professions or law, medicine, 
Journalism, music, and higher teaching, the anti-Semitic 
movement has during the past month manifested itself in 
various forms of persecution, This movenent, which is 
continually agitated by the National Socialist Party, has, 
Since the National Election of March 5, 1933, expressed 
itself not only by more intensive propaganda, but also by 
the introduction of a policy of exclusion from public 
office, discrimination in the practice of certain professions, 
and interference with those in private business, This 
policy is either carried out or countenanced by the 
Governments of the Reich and the respective States in this 
region, As the Government of each State is now in the hands 
of a Reich's Kommissar, aná all the State and municipal 
authorities are subordinate to him, a political dictatorship 
practically exists in every State of Central Germany, so 
that a uniform policy is now followed in the 50-4 
"purging" of the courte, universities, professional schools, 
State and municipal theatres, orchestras, public offices 


ana institutions from the influence of Jews as well as of 
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so-called "Marxists", which term, according to the interpreta- 
tion of the National Socialists, includes Social Democrats 
as well as Communists, 

This elimination of all Jewish personnel aná influence 
from the Courts, tne Civil Service, journalism, the learned 
and artistic professions, has already manifested itself in 
the dismissal or "furloughing" of many menbers of the Hebrew 
religion or race holding judicial or administrative positions 
under the Reich, State, or municipal governments; from the 
management end editériel staffs of newspapers; fran the 
conduct of orchestras, and the artistic or musical director- 
ship of theatres and opera houses; from positions in the 
universities, high schools (Hochschulen), professional 
schools (Fachsohulen), medical clinics and hospitals; and 
from the higher positions in the public schools, and in other 
cultural institutions controlled by the State or municipality 
in which they are located. (A number of specific cases of 
the removal of Jews from such public or professional positions 


has already,been reported to the Embassy, )

Saxon Ministry of Justice, under the authority of the Reich's 
Kommissar for the State of Saxony, has issued on March 51, 
1933, a decree furloughing until definite decision three 
County Court Counsellors (Amtsgerichtsrüte), one District 


Court Counsellor (Landgerichtsret), and one Labor Court 


Director 
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Director (Arbeitsamtsdirektor) in the State of Saxony, all 
of them members of the Jewish race. According to this 
decree, it 1a also ordered that administration of bankruptcy 
proceedings (Konkursverwalter), trustees and fiduciaries 
(Vertrauenspersonen), administrators of decedents' estates 
(Nachlassverwalter), and similar judicial or quasi-judicial 
positions oan no longer be filled by persons of the Jewish 
rece. This prohibition also applies to Judges and attorneys 
acting in cases under the Law permitting poor persons to 
have the benefit of counsel and court prooeedings without 
cost (Armenreohtssachen). 

According to recent decrees of the Prussian Ministry 
of Justice, under the authority of the Reich's Kommissar 
for the State of Prussia, the permission of the Ministry is 
required for Jewish Notaries to continue acting in that 
capacity, and for Jewish lawyers to practice in the courts 
of justice. In order to practice as a Notary or in the 
courts, every Jewish lawyer has to apply to the Ministry fr 
special permission, which is granted only in exceptional 
oases, as, for instance, if the lawyer has served at the 
front during the Wer. Therefore, most Jewish lawyers in 
Prussia will in future be allowed only to conduct business 
in their own offices, anû will not be able to appear for 
their olients in the courte, For instance, in the law 
courts at Magdeburg, only three Jewish lawyers will be 
permitted to practice in the courts. The Jewish judges in 
the Prussian Province of Saxony have already been furloughed, 


which is cémsidered as equivalent to dismissal, as it is 
not 
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not considered likely that any of them will resume their 
Judicial positions, 

In the States of Thuringia and Anhalt the Government 
has also "furloughed" or dismissed from the Law Courts 
judges, prosecuting attorneys (Staatsanwälte), and 
administrative officials belonging to the Hebrew race, 


This anti-Jewish movement has even invaded the Supreme 


Court (Reichsgerioht) of Germany, as the only Jewish nember 
of that Court, Dr. David, the President of the Eighth Civil 
Section (Zivilsenat) offered his resífination several weeks | 
ago under a threat communicated to him by a lawyer that if 
he continued in offioe the National Socialists would 
interrupt the proceedings in his court and prevent him from 
exercising his judicial functions, Although Dr. David's 
resgination has not been accepted, and he is still exercising 
his functions as Presiding Judge of the Eighth Civil Section, 
it is feared that he will soon be pensioned off under the 
new law of the Reich requiring the dismissal of Jews from 
all public offices. (A "Senatspräsident" is the Presiding 
Judge of one of the Civil or Criminal Sections of the 
Supreme Court of Germany, which is divided into 13 Sections 
called "Senate", each of which is. composed of about eleven 
Judges (Reichsgerichtsrate), only five of whom sit at a 
trial, This Court exercises appellate jurisdiction in Civil 
and most oriminal proceedings, and original jurisdiction in 
pecial oriminal trials as for high treason, )

Germany are of course affected by the new Reich's law for 
the re-organization of tie Service of career officials 
(Gesetz zur Wiederherstellung des Berufsbeamtentums). This 
Law embraces all direct officials of the Reich, of the 
German States, municipalities, èto., officials of the 
Social Insuranoe organizations, lew judges, as well as 
teachers in the educational institutions above mentioned. 

Acoording to Section 5 of this Law, officials who are 
not members of the Aryan race must be retired or pensioned 
off, allowing to them, however, their olaims to pension, 
titles, eto., so far as they have not been guilty of any 
serious Violations of duty. An exception to this order for 
dismissal of Jewish officials is made in the case of those 
who held their positions befare the War, those who have 
been in War service at the front, and those whose fathers 
or sons have, fallen in the field of War. This is the first 
‘time that such a paragraph applying to Jewish officials is 
included in a law of the Reich. 

In order to determine whether a person is or is not of

The local storm detachments of "Nazis" were 
so impatient to begin their activities that many Jewish 


retail shops were actually boycotted on March 31 as well as 
April let. This boycott manifested itself not only in 
placarding and picketing the retail shops of Jewish merchants 
and the offices of Jewish lawyers and physicians, but also 

in raids of several department stores and numerous acts of 
violence in Leipzig and other towns of Central Germany, 

In Leipzig the Jewish shops were not closed on Friday, as 

the boycott was not supposed to commence until the following 
day, Squads of uniformed "Nazis" on three seperate occasions 
raided the Kaufhaus Brühl, one of the largest department 
stores in Leipzig, drove out the customers, and expelled or 
errested the Jewish shop assistants, Other Jewish shops 
were raided in the same manner, 

Taking only Peter's Strasse, the principal shopping 
street of Leipzig, four cases of physical assault, one of 
the victims a Jowi st oman, were reported to the writer by 
trustworthy eye-witnesses, one of whom being an officer of 
this Consulate. Two of the victims were badly beaten up, 

In the Leipzig fur district, 15 German Jews were forcibly 


taken from their places of business and compelled to walk 


along the streets, carrying signs warning people not to 
buy 
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buy in Jewish stores. In view of the fact that these 
particular outrages were accidentally witnessed by personal 
friends of the writer, it is quite reasmable to credit th 
reports of numerous other acts of violence conmitted in 
Leipzig by uniformed "Nazis" in carrying out the boycott or 
March 3155 and April ist. Owing to the strict press 
censorship, none of these raids or attacks were reported in 
the newspapers.

In Dresden several weeks 250 — "Nazis" raided the Jewish Prayer 
House (Bethaus), interrupted the evening religious service, arrested

covering worn while praying. 


Eighteen Jewish shops, including 2 bakery, imstly in Chemnitz, had 
their windows broken by rioters led by uniformed "Nazis", 


Five of the Polish Jews crrostod in Dresden were compelled to cach drink 
one-half liter cf castor oil. ¿s most of the victims of cssault are 
threatened with worse violence if they report the attacks, it is not 
known to what extent fanatical "Nazis" are still terrorizing Jews, 
communists, and Social Democrats, who arc considered as favoring the 

old Parliamentary regimo in Germany, 


Some of the Jewish men assaulted had to submit to the shearing of 
their boards, or to the clipping of their hair in the shape of stops. 
One Polish Jew in Chemitz had his hair torn cut by the roots. 
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
